Seattle has known in 21 years, only 
having been 
exceeded in property 
damage by the big conflagration of 
1889. Only w hat seemed a miracu­ 
lous lull in a 45 mile gale which was 
spreading the flames with lightning 
rapidity, saved North Seattle from 
destruction. 
At 6 a. rn. when the flames had 
been raging for seven hours uncheck­ 
ed, the firemen, using every piece of 
apparatus in the city and adjoining 
towns had been unable to do more 
than partially control the fire, ow­ 
ing to the terrific wind which mas 
blowing. Under the chief’s orders the 
firemen were preparing to dynam ite 
a number of buildings surrounding 
th e fire zone, when the wind sud­ 
denly ceased and a light rain be­ 
gan to fall. This extinguished the, 
flying sparks and 
firebrands 
and 
checked the fire’s spread. 
Rains Still Like Furnace 
At noon the ruins were too hot 
to permit a search for missing per­ 
sons. but the fire departm ent au­ 
thorities expressed the belief that 
few had perished. Except the three 
firemen, all the 
persons 
reported 
missing were occupants of a row 
of lodging houses which were in the 
path of the flames. It is jiow believ­ 
ed these people escaped alive though 
a large number of them have not yet 
been accounted for. The fire started 
in the Galbraith warehouse and the 
damage was done in the vicinity of 
the Pacific hospital. 
The fire started in the warehouse 
at midnight and while a veritable 
gale was blowing from the west. The 
wind spread the flames with#alarm- 
ing rapidity, 
after the Bacon-Gal- 
hraitb building was a mass of fire. 
Most of the buildings nearby were 
flimsy wooden affairs and as a con­ 
sequence the fire spread with the 
rapidity of a prairie fire. 
It mas all a squad of policemen 
could do to keep ahead of the flames 
and m am the occupants of the wood­ 
en structures, half a dozen of which 
were boarding houses, to vacate.
